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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 
112, First Paragraph: While the Applicant's have argued that the specification provides support for the animal being substantially 
stationary, the Applicant's have not specifically pointed out portions of the specification in which such terminology is disclosed. A review 
of the specification has not shown that any reference is made to the animal being "substantially stationary". Further, as was pointed out 
in the Final Rejection, the specification clearly states at paragraph 0038 that the imaging system monitors leg movement and position of 
the legs. As such, it is maintained that the specification does not comply with the written description requirement for the claimed 
limitation of "substantially stationary". With respect to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph: as discussed above, with 
the absence of any positive recitation of "substantially stationary" within the specification and a positive recitation that the imaging 
system monitors leg movement and position of the legs, it is maintained that the claims are indefinite with respect to the term 
"substantially stationary" as one with skill in the art would not be able to construe from the specification as originally filed the metes and 
bounds of the claimed limitation. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument that the sensor taught by Doyle would not be reasonably incorporated into the device of Scofield, the 
test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary 
reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the 
combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

In response to the applicant's arguments regarding Scofield does not disclose a means for obtaining an image of at least a portion of one 
or more legs of the animal, this is respectfully disagreed with. While the opening 56 of Scofield does restrict the field of view of the 
animal, it is clearly stated that the camera is located such that it acquires at least a portion of the animal's backside. Therefore, Scofield 
does disclose a means for obtaining (i.e. the camera) an image that includes the upper portion of one or more legs as the hip joint, 
inclusive of the head of the femur (i.e. a portion of the leg), would clearly be captured in the image disclosed by Scofield.. 
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
